If they had let it go much farther we
would soon have been eating Christmaa
pudding on the ith of July, or, what would
have been much worse, not eating Christ-
mas pudding on Christmas Day.

So the Pope, Gregory XIUI, finding that
Caesar had overlooked a little matter of
11 minutes and 12 seconds, which was an
annual overflow, removed 11 days from
the calendar—jumped ahend that many—
and establishead leap year, But that was
not all; aven that wis not acourate
encugh. So once In 100 years we drop A&
leap year, and leap years are only such
years that can be divided evenly by four.
